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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 : 

I. Claims 1-14, 17-20, 25-32,33-36, 54-59, 62-63, drawn to a printed circuit 
board, classified in class 174, subclass 256. 

II. Claims 15,16,21-24,37-53, 60-61 drawn to a method of making a printed 
circuit board, classified in class 29, subclass 825. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 

inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by another 
and materially different process, such as: a) instead of using press lamination, the film 
comprising cycloolefin resin can be preformed and adhered to the conductor with the 
use of a thin adhesive layer, b) the board can be made without cleaning the surface of 
metal layer with our acid, c) instead of etching the conductor layer, the material that is 
not needed can be removed with a cutting device, and d) the conductor circuit can be 
formed having the openings already in it, and then proceeding to roughening the 
surface. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.

7. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable.

10. Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
